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Athletics ground 
bid ‘left In limbo’

A CAMPAIGN to build an ath¬ 
letics track in Ely has ground to a 
halt, due to uncertainty over 
plans for a southern bypass. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) and Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council (CCC) are 
pressing ahead with the contro¬ 
versial bypass scheme, despite 
admitting that funds for the project 
are limited. 

But that has left plans for an athletics track 
“in limbo”. 

The King’s School Ely will not make a 
decision on the future use of its Brand Field, 
which has been highlighted as the most 
suitable site for the facility, until the 
intended route for the bypass becomes clear. 

Richard Powell, one of the founding 
coaches of East Cambridgeshire Athletics 
Club, said: “We’ve done so much ground¬ 
work and so many people have shown their 
support so it’s a huge shame. 

“We’re being held in limbo over the by¬ 
pass, which isn’t on when it’s already been 
admitted that there is not enough funding 
for it.” 

More than 500 people have supported a 
petition calling for the track, which was 
spearheaded last year by East Cambridge¬ 
shire Athletics Club and Ely Runners.

Flag man 
Eddie rises 
in poles 

AN ex-serviceman determined to see a 
flagpole erected in Ely’s city centre has 
won his battle. 

The City of Ely Council has confirmed 
a flag could soon be flying over Market 
Place. 

Well-known Little Downham resident 
Eddie Holden last year wrote to the 
authority suggesting one be put up near 
the recently refurbished war memorial. 

The 84-year-old thinks a British flag 
flying high would make the “perfect 
addition” to community events. 

The council has now secured funding 
for the flagpole and believes the corner 
of Market Place nearest Forehill would 
make the ideal spot. 

The next stage is to apply for planning 
permission from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Richard Hobbs, the mayor of Ely, said: 
“We thought Mr Holden’s idea of a 
flagpole in the city centre was a great 
idea right from the start.

Tongs start blaze 
in historic house

FIRE chiefs have issued a 
stark warning after an hist¬ 
oric building in Ely was 
almost destroyed. 

Cathedral House, an 18th cent¬ 
ury property in St Mary’s Street, 
narrowly escaped ruin last Sunday 
after a blaze broke out in one of the 
bedrooms. 

The fire started after a set of 
curling tongs was accidentally left 
on. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service is urging all residents to be 
more vigilant when using such 
appliances. 

Martin Brown, the service’s stat¬ 
ion manager, said: “This fire high¬ 
lights the importance of always 
double checking appliances, such 
as curling tongs or hair straight - 
eners, are switched off when not in 
use. 

“It is vital if you are using app¬ 
liances which generate so much 
heat that you get into the habit of 
immediately switching them off 
and unplugging them as soon as 
you finish using them. 

“Thanks to the hard work of fire¬ 
fighters, this fire was extinguished 
before it completely destroyed an 
historic building.” 


Residents and passers-by looked 
on in shock as thick black smoke 
billowed out of one of the prop¬ 
erty’s second floor bedrooms. 

The fire broke out just after 
5.20pm. 

Two fire crews from Ely and 
another crew from Littleport att¬ 
ended the scene, just a stone’s 
throw from Ely Cathedral, to find 
the second floor bedroom well 
alight. 

Using breathing apparatus, they 
used two hose reel jets to ext¬ 
inguish the flames. 

Firefighters also had to cut away 
some of the floorboards and walls 
to prevent the fire spreading. 

The fire was contained to the

bedroom, but both the second and 
first floor of the properly suffered 
smoke damage 

The occupants of the house had 
been out at the time and returned 
to find their smoke alarm sound¬ 
ing. 

Mr Brown added: “The actions of 
the owners of the property on 
discovering the fire also deserve 
praise, as they got out, dialled 999 
and awaited the arrival of fire¬ 
fighters. 

“The fact that the smoke alarm 
was sounding before any smoke 
was visible from the outside of the 
property also highlights the eff¬ 
ectiveness of smoke alarms at 
detecting fires as early as possible.”

ANGLIAN Water Services (AWS) has 
been fined after major safety prob¬ 
lems were discovered at its sewage 
treatment plant in Ely. 

Inspectors from the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) unearthed various issues at 
the site in Angel Drove, magistrates were 
told. 

Some machines were missing safety 
guards, which protect workers from dang¬ 
erous moving parts. 

A number of interlocking devices, 
designed to isolate power from the mach¬ 
ines, were also not working properly when 
inspectors visited, meaning machines could 
have automatically started up when the 
guards were open. 

The faults were discovered during an 
investigation launched after a technician fell 
through a roof of a pumping station, 
fracturing a vertebra in his back. 

Matthew Morgan, sub-contracted to AWS, 
fell through an unmarked fragile roof light 
while taking a reading from a rain gauge on 
top of a pumping station in Willingham. 

Mr Morgan, 28, of Wellington Grove, Pud- 
sey, Leeds, also suffered cuts and bruising, 
and has had ongoing back pain since the fall 
on August 6,2007. 

His employer IETG Ltd, of Hapco House, 
Cross Green Industrial Estate, Leeds, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday and admitted breaching Section 
2(1) of the Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974. Magistrates fined IETG £1,500 and 
ordered it to pay £3,219 in costs. 

AWS Ltd, which owns and runs the 
pumping station, sub-contracts IETG Ltd to 
carry out specialist services on its behalf. 

AWS, of Anglian House, Ambury Road, 
Huntingdon, admitted breaching Section 
3(1) of the Health and Safety at Work etc Act 
1974. The company failed to adequately 
identify the risks associated with working 
near the skylights. 

It was fined £4,000 and ordered to pay 
£3,261 in costs. 

The company was also fined a further 
£12,000 with £6,286 in costs, after it admitted 
breaching Section 2(1) of the Health and 
Safety at Work Act 1974 in relation to a 
separate issue. 

Lee Murray, Anglian Water’s head of 
occupational health and safety, said the 
company was sorry for the incidents and it 
had worked with the HSE fully. He added the 
HSE was now fully satisfied with work done.

The track would be open for 
all athletes, schools, clubs and 
organisations across the district 
to use. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, a dotted line represent¬ 
ing the bypass is currently 
drawn, in the city’s Masterplan, 
passing through the King’s 
School Ely’s Amhurst Field, off 
Angel Drove. 

The ambitious blueprint for 
growth was rubber stamped 
earlier this year, despite the 
school insisting it was never 
consulted. 

At the time, Sue Freestone, 
the school’s head, said she 


would not sell any land to make 
way for the long-awaited road. 

Now another one of the 
school’s sports fields, the Brand 
Field, has been highlighted as 
the best site for the athletics 
track. 

But until a final decision on 
the bypass route has been 
made, the school says it cannot 
make a decision on whether it 
would sell any land. 

Mrs Freestone said: “We are 
waiting for the outcome of the 
feasibility study looking into 
the routing of the road. 

“Until the intended route 
becomes clear and is formally 
adopted by the council no 


decision can be made about 
the use of Brand Field.” 

City councillor Sheila Friend- 
Smith, who has backed the 
sports clubs’ petition, describ¬ 
ed it as a “major blow”. 

She said: “Everyone’s ext¬ 
remely disappointed. The 
campaign has certainly been 
brought to a halt now, which is 
a major blow as there is 
tremendous support out there 
for a new athletics track. 

“The council needs to stop 
dawdling and start making firm 
decisions over the bypass.” 

ECDC said reports are still 
being prepared. 

Giles Hughes, head of plan¬ 


ning and sustainable develop¬ 
ment, said: “We are working 
with the county council to fully 
explore a range of options and 
nothing has been ruled in or 
out at this stage. 

“Once the reports have been 
completed and returned to the 
district council we will once 
again speak to King’s School. 

“We expect these reports to 
be completed in the coming 
weeks, which is slightly later 
than we initially hoped. 

“We would like to reassure 
people a detailed consultation 
period will also take place once 
all the options have been 
assessed.”

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More racks needed for 
city centre, say cyclists 


CYCLISTS are demand¬ 
ing more racks be in¬ 
stalled around Ely. 

They say there are not 
enough of them in the city 
centre to safely secure their 
bikes. 

Streets such as Market 
Place, Market Street and The 
Cloisters have been ident¬ 
ified as particular areas of 
need. 

Keen cyclist Martin Cedar, 
37, of Columbine Road, said: 
“I’d love to see more cycle 
racks dotted around the city. 

“There are many resi¬ 
dents, like myself, who con¬ 
sciously travel by bike in¬ 
stead of car, yet when there’s 
not enough places to sec¬ 
urely leave your bike it 
almost puts you off. 

“There aren’t enough racks 
in the city centre, for ex¬ 
ample, Market Place and 
Market Street could do with 
more. 

“The High Street, I would 
say, is sufficiently equipped 
with racks but other busy 
streets where there are shops 
and cafes definitely need 
more.” 

There are currently two 
racks in Market Place, out¬ 
side M&Co., a few in Market 
Street but none in The 
Cloisters. 

Rachel Wilkinson, 33, of 
Benedict Street, said: “There 
is no point taking my car if I 
am popping into town so I 
always bike. 

“Not only is it good for me 
but it’s good for the environ¬ 
ment. 

“But when it comes to 
leaving my bike in the city 
centre it is quite concerning. 

“There are so few racks

that often they are full up, 
forcing me to tie it to a lamp- 
post or tree. 

“The city centre desp¬ 
erately needs more racks, 
especially as more and more 
people are trying to live a 
greener life and reduce their 
carbon emissions.” 

The City of Ely Council is 
also calling for more cycle 
racks, which are the respon¬ 
sibility of Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith 
said: “We have been asking 
the county council for more 
racks for a long time now. 

“We are told we will get 
more in areas like Market 
Place but then nothing 
happens. 

“We really do need more 
and we are now pushing the 
authority to provide them. 

“Cyclists need secure 
facilities to leave their bikes 
in the city and we need more 
racks like there are in High 
Street.” 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council hopes to have more 
cycle racks installed in Ely’s 
city centre in the autumn. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “We have 
£10,000 earmarked for city 
centre enhancements, in¬ 
cluding more cycle racks, 
throughout the next year. 

“We are now setting prior¬ 
ities and hope to have such 
facilities installed by the 
autumn. 

“Cycling improvements 
are a major priority for the 
county council.”

Land sale kept 
up tax illusion 

Sir, I was leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
between 1999 and 2002 and feel the 
need to respond to Cllr Brian 
Ashton’s letter of April 15 (And to 
finish, a few facts ...) 

When the Liberal Democrats were 
elected to the council in 1999, we 
inherited a legacy of run down 
community buildings and depleted 
reserves from the previous 
administration. For years, the 
council had been run by 
councillors calling themselves 
‘Independents’. One of the leading 
councillors during this time was 
Fred Brown, now the Conservative 
leader of the council. 

Cllr Brown, with the Independents, 
had kept the council tax well below 
the national average and below the 
costs of running the council in two 
ways. They had kept it low mainly 
by using the reserves to fund day- 
to-day expenditure, reducing the 
reserves, as Cllr Ashton said, from 
£25m to £13.5m. Their other ploy 
was to pass community assets, 
such as sports centres, to 
community groups, removing the 
costs of running those centres from 
the council. The community 
groups were given no idea of the 
real cost of running such centres 
and no training or support to help 
them run them. 

Some of the centres approached 
the Liberal Democrat-run council 
for funding, so we reviewed all 
these centres and found that they 
needed large sums spent on major 
repairs and staff training or we 
would have to close most down to 
ensure people’s safety. 

We decided to use part of the 
reserves to repair the centres and 
gave everyone involved in running 
them proper training. That kept 
these assets open for everyone to 
use and gave the local groups 
running them real power because 
they had knowledge as well as 
assets. 

The Independents needed more 
money if they were to keep the 
illusion going that we could have 
services without paying tax. So they 
planned to sell off council land in 
Broad Street for housing instead of 
using it for a public park as most 
Ely residents wanted. Worried that 
the voters would stop them doing 
this, they sold the land in their last 
days in power. 

The Liberal Democrats were 
elected on a manifesto promise to 
use the land as a public park. We 
take our promises seriously, even 


when other parties put obstacles in 
our way. It was not easy, but we 
negotiated with the developer to 
keep part of the land and created 
Jubilee Gardens, an asset for 
residents of, and visitors to, Ely. 

We had no choice but to increase 
council tax by £51 for a Band D 
property to solve the problems that 
had been created by the previous 
administration, giving the 
community a false impression that 
they were running the district 
effectively while at the same time 
keeping council tax low. 

Since then, the Conservatives have 
increased it further each year and 
yet are cutting services.

Tracey Coulson, city council 
clerk, said: “There is no doubt 
that there is high demand for 
allotments in Ely. 

“We are working together to 
try and relieve the waiting list, 
which will hopefully see us 
extending the site at Bridge 
Fen. 

“The council now needs to 
approach a farmer who is 
currently working the area for 
us to say we need it for allot¬ 
ments. 

“Once that has been done, 
which he is aware of, then it 
should not be long before 
more allotments are provided.”

The East Cambridgeshire Strategic 
Partnership started its consultation 
on the district’s Sustainable 
Community Strategy for 2011-2031 
earlier this year.

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basis for strong communities in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“Our consultation is looking at how 
communities can develop in the 
future and this is why we want to hear 
from the people who live here. 

“The Sustainable Community 
Strategy will be as important to East 
Cambridgeshire as the Masterplan 
process is to our built environment, 
so please give us your thoughts and 
opinions. 

“Since we began our consultation, 
we have had really good feedback 
from the public but we felt we needed 


to do more to reach our residents.” 

To get a wider view of the project, 
partnership staff visited last 
weekend’s Ely’s Eel Day and the 
opening of Pocket Park. 

They will visit a business fair at The 
Maltings on Tuesday, May 11, the 
city’s French Market from May 14-16 
and the Elysian Beer Festival from

Pam and Bob Wood, of 
Woodfen Road, Littleport, 
have thanked Cambridge¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue 
Service for its efforts. 

Firefighters were called

Two crews from Ely and 
one crew from Littleport 
arrived at the scene just 
three minutes after the 
couple dialled 999. 

Using hose reel jets, the 
crews managed to prevent 
the flames from spreading 


to their home and the fire 
was fully extinguished. 

However, their much¬ 
loved motor home was 
completely destroyed. 

In a letter to the Weekly 
News, the couple said: “We 
would like to praise our 
wonderful fire brigade. 

“They were here in three 
minutes with three fire 


engines and around 20 
personal. 

“Although we have lost 
our beloved van, our home 
is safe thanks to them, who 
we so often take for grant¬ 
ed. So many thanks to all 
the men and women in our 
fire brigade.” 

The cause of the fire was 
accidental. 
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‘Use library, or 
it may be shut’ 


“USE it or lose it” - that’s the 
message to Littleport resi¬ 
dents concerned about the 
future of the town’s library. 

Community leaders insist the 
only way to safeguard it from 
closure is to use it as much as 
possible.

And some residents fear that 
Littleport Library which caters for 
only around 100 users a week, could 
be one of the next to go. 

Littleport Parish Council, the

to keep the library open. 

Linda Clarke-fones, parish coun¬ 
cil clerk, said: “A lot of people have 
been voicing their concerns over 
the future of the library. 

“Because so many libraries across 
the country, particularly rural ones, 
have been closed, some people are 
worried that ours will be the next. 

“Currently around 100 people a 
week use our library, which isn’t a 
huge number. Bearing in mind 
these decisions are all based on 
usage, it is slightly concerning. 

“However, there are certainly no 
plans to close the library, I can 
assure people of that. 

“Fingers crossed it will never 
happen either but we all need to 


make the most of the local facilities 
we have and use them.” 

Open four days a week, the lib¬ 
rary offers photocopying, printing 
and computer facilities and is 
wheelchair friendly. 

Cllr Fred Brown, Littleport res¬ 
ident and leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, said: 
“Libraries are all judged on usage 
and it is a sad fact that a lot of rural 
libraries across the country have 
been closed to save money. 

“We also know how tight things 
are in our region at the moment, so 
if we want to keep Littleport Library 
open, and all other local ones for 
that matter, we need to use them 
and show that they are needed in 
our communities. 

“It would be a huge shame to see it 
go, so start using it more.”

David discovers formula for success 


A STUDENT from Ely has found 
the perfect formula to academic 
success. 

David Wallis, from King’s 
School Ely, has won a silver 
award in the International 
Chemistry Olympiad, organised 
by the Royal Society of Chemistry. 


The 17-year-old is believed to 
be the school’s first student to 
gain such an award for results in 
a challenging written exam. 

Sue Freestone, head of King’s, 
presented David with his 
certificate at a school assembly 
last week. 


The teen has been offered a 
place to read chemistry at Exeter 
College, Oxford, dependent on his 
A-level results in chemistry, 
physics, maths and further maths. 

Dr Wendy Pitt, head of 
chemistry at King’s, said she was 
extremely proud of him. 


A STRETCH of the AlO 
has still not been re-sur¬ 
faced following the big 
freeze - and motorists are 
demanding to know why. 

Weeks of freezing temper¬ 
atures, snow and ice earlier this 
year took its toll on the region’s 
roads, leaving countless pot¬ 
holes. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council was bombarded with 
hundreds of complaints about 
the condition of the road. But 
four months on, areas of the AlO 
between Ely and Cambridge are 
still in a “horrendous” state. 

The stretch between the 
Budgens roundabout and the 
roundabout at Downham Road, 
Ely, is particularly bad, motorists 
say. 

Shirley Wiltshire, 52, from 
Littleport, said: “When is the 
council going to get off their 
backsides and repair the pot¬ 
holes properly? 

“I drive along the AlO most 
days and every time my car is 
forced to shake because of the 
bumps. 

“I understand they had to 
temporarily fill the potholes in 
at the time but we are now in 
spring and nothing further has 
been done. 

“Where they’ve been filled in 
there are bumps in the road and 
in some areas of the AlO it’s like 
driving over a hundred sleeping 
policemen.” 

Another irate motorist, lorry 
driver Geoff Banham, from 
Queen Adelaide, said: “The 
bumps on the AlO are horrend¬ 
ous. 

“It’s not only shocking that 
the road has not been properly 
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resurfaced yet but also ext¬ 
remely bad for the thousands of 
vehicles that are travelling this 
route every day. 

“I’m surprised the council 
hasn’t been sued.” 

Cllr Philip Eden, transport 
representative for the City of Ely 
Council, said: “A lot of people 
have been complaining about 
the state of the AlO and I agree 
that it’s not good. 

“But the county council can¬ 
not help the weather and I 
believe they have done their 
best. 

“Having ridges in the road is a 
darn sight better than having 
the potholes.” 

The county council, which 
pays out around £30 to repair 
every pothole, insists the road is 
in “sound condition” but said 
there are plans to completely 
surface dress the road in the 
summer. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Before the worst of the winter 
weather was upon us, this 
stretch of the AlO was treated to 
seal the cracks that had app¬ 
eared over time. 

“This treatment protected the 
road from water getting in to the 
road, then freezing, which 
would have resulted in a large 
number of potholes. 

“The road is in sound cond¬ 
ition at the moment, but by the 
end of the summer we will be 
surface dressing the road as part 
of our maintenance programme 
which will make sure it stays in 
good condition.”

Crossing death 
was ‘accident’

A 93-YEAR-OLD man was 
hit by a car while walking 
across a pedestrian cross¬ 
ing. 

Frederick Turrell, of Queensway, 
Soham, walked into the path of an 
oncoming vehicle in the town’s 
High Street, an inquest heard. 

Despite a flashing red light 
warning the pensioner to stop, he 
stepped off the pavement and 
collided with the car’s bonnet out¬ 
side the Co-op at around 9.45am 
on December 5 last year. 

Paramedics, who were coll¬ 
ecting money in the town centre at 
the time, rushed to his aid. The air 
ambulance was also called to the 
scene. Mr Turrell, who was well- 
known by locals, died at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital two weeks later. 

After hitting the car windscreen, 
the pensioner injured his head, 
chest and pelvis and also devel¬ 
oped pneumonia in hospital. 

An inquest into his death was 
held at Huntingdon Law Courts 
last Friday.

Matthew Fisk, 21, from Soham, 
was driving “cautiously” along 
High Street when he accidentally 
drove into Mr Turrell, the inquest 
heard. 

In a statement, Mr Fisk said: “I 
was driving my father’s silver Ford 
Fiesta Zetec and was on my way to 
a job in Clay Street. 

“I was driving within the 30mph 
speed limit and saw the traffic 
lights clearly ahead of me. 

“The lights then changed green 
which is when I gradually moved 
forward, at around 15mph. The 
next thing I laiew was something 
hit my windscreen and I hit my 
emergency brakes. 

“When I got outside the car I 


could see the pedestrian in front of 
the car.” 

A witness, Jeanette Fuller, said: 
“The pedestrian was facing the 
crossing and then just stepped out 
into the path of the silver car. 

“I couldn’t understand why or 
how he hadn’t seen the vehicle. 

“It was too late and he was 
thrown onto the bonnet.” 

She added: “I did not know the 
man but recognised him from 
around the town as I’d seen him at 
the bus stop and travelling around 
on his motorised scooter.” 

Chris Breeze, a specialist coll¬ 
isions investigator, confirmed Mr 
Fisk was not at fault. 

Mr Breeze said: “Mr Fisk was 
driving very cautiously and simply 
put his foot down as the traffic 
light turned green. 

“Unfortunately, Mr Turrell’s 
pedestrian light was red and for 
some reason he stepped out into 
the path of Mr Fisk’s vehicle.” 

Belinda Cheney, deputy coroner 
for South and West Cambridge¬ 
shire, recorded a verdict of death 
as a consequence of a road traffic 
accident.

Farmer’s award for fine flock

Clean-up call 
at waste sites 


FURIOUS residents are de¬ 
manding action to clean up a 
lay-by and recycling facility in 
Ely 

The City of Ely Council is also up in 
arms about the recycling point on 
Downham Road, near the City of Ely 
Community College. 

The city’s mayor, Cllr Richard 
Hobbs, said the area is “nothing but a 
glorified mess”. 

The authority and families living 
near the facility are urging East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) to tidy-up the area. 

Since the cash-strapped council 
scrapped kerbside plastic bottle 
collections earlier this year, the site 
has been made worse, residents 
claim. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
recycling points across the city are 
becoming overwhelmed, with more 
and more people bringing their 
bottles to the sites, which are struggl¬ 
ing to cope with the volume of plastic. 

But the city council has been 
bombarded with complaints about 
the site in Downham Road in part¬ 
icular. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “It’s nothing but an 
eyesore. I feel so sorry for the people 
who live near there and have to look 
at it out of their windows. 

“Because so many people want to 
recycle, yet with so few places in the

city to do so, this site in particular is 
suffering. 

“The district council needs to sort 
this.” 

Residents say litter is the biggest 
problem at the site, with more and 
more people being forced to fly-tip 
because the recycling banks are 
always full. 

People are also using the lay-by to 
park their cars during the day as there 
is nothing to stop them. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “Everything about 
it is totally inadequate. We either need 
more recycling points there or the 
whole site moving to a bigger area. 

“It’s not fair for people living near 
this and it is also one of the key access 
points for people coming into Ely off 
theAlO.” 

ECDC insists it is trying to tackle 
the overflowing problem at the city’s 
other recycling points. 

Dave White, waste strategy team 
leader for the authority, said: “We are 
working hard to make sure these sites 
remain as clear as possible and are 
emptying the banks more frequently. 

“We have already promised that 
additional banks will be provided to 
cater for demand and this will be 
happening as soon as possible.”

IRON MAN 2 (12A, 124 mins)

DIRECTOR Jon Favreau’s first 
encounter with the Marvel 
Comics superhero was one of 
the most exhilarating diversions 
of the 2008 summer blockbuster 
season. 

The film’s dazzling special 
effects, playful performances 
and sizzling screen chemistry 
between Robert Downey Jr and 
Gwyneth Paltrow jet-propelled 
the film to gargantuan box office 
takings in excess of half a billion 
dollars. 

Money talks loudly in Hollywood 
and so inevitably, Favreau and 
most of his cast return for the 
sequel. 

The weight of expectation on Iron 
Man 2 would even test the 
strength of the eponymous 
hero’s red and gold armour and 
regrettably, the turbo-charged 
sequel misfires. 

Screenwriter Justin Theroux 
struggles to integrate the new 
characters and to strike the same 
rumbustious tone as the first 
film. 

However, he does incorporate 
several scenes of Nick Fury 
(Jackson) which lay the 
groundwork for the forthcoming 
film of The Avengers featuring 


Iron Man, Captain America and 
The Incredible Hulk. 

Billionaire industrialist Tony Stark 
(Downey Jr) announces to the 
world that he is Iron Man and 
buoys his over-inflated ego with 
the adulation of the masses. 

He single-handedly maintains 
world peace to the chagrin of the 
US government and private 
investors, who are keen to 
acquire his technology for their 
own needs. 

Stark refuses to share his 


invention, causing a furore at a 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee run by Senator Stern 
(Shandling). 

Soon after, Russian physicist Ivan 
Vanko (Rourke), whose father 
helped to pioneer the Iron Man 
technology, creates a crude 
replica of the electromagnetic 
device in the industrialist’s chest 
and transforms himself into the 
villainous Whiplash. 

His attack on Stark during a 
grand prix compels the military to 


take action, seizing one of the 
suits. Stark races to avert 
disaster aided by good friend 
’Rhodey’ (Cheadle), new 
secretary Natalie Rushman 
(Johansson) and chauffeur 
Happy Hogan (Favreau).

Wildflowers: it’s the buzz 
word to protect our bees 


A t last the sunshine is 
bringing everything on 
- climbers need tying 
in, shrubs are sprouting new 
growth and seedlings are 
appearing. 

But one of the most heartening 
aspects of spring is to hear the 
welcoming sound of bees doing 
their important work in the garden. 

Perhaps we should all take a leaf 
out of Sarah Brown’s book. Gordon 
Brown’s wife has installed two 
bamboo bee boxes and a bumble 
bee house in the Downing Street 
garden to give these beneficial 
insects somewhere safe to 
hibernate, while the gardeners at 
Number 10 have planted bee- 
friendly borders. 

Bee populations in the UK are 
declining, largely due to the loss of 
wildflower habitats in which they 
thrive. Many argue that the 
extensive use of pesticides on 
farmland, which kills off the 
wildflowers, is a big contributor. 

Bumblebees are major 
pollinators of most of our 
wildflowers and crops. If they 
continue to disappear the plants 
will set less seed, resulting in

sweeping changes to the 
countryside, according to the 
Bumblebee Conservation Trust. 

So we need to do our bit in our 
own gardens and it is relatively easy 
to create a bee-friendly border. 

Bees need flowers from spring to 
autumn, but they have to be die 
right types of flowers. 

Exotic, highly cultivated hybrid 
varieties are often lacking in pollen, 
while many popular summer 
bedding choices, including 
pelargoniums, busy lizzies and 
begonias, are also of little benefit to 
the bumblebee. 

Try growing cottage garden 
plants or wildflowers rich in nectar, 
such as foxgloves, hollyhocks, 
lupins, lavender and catmint, 
verbascum, snapdragon and 
sedum, to attract these creatures. 


Other great magnets for bees 
include thyme, heather, purple 
sage, sunflowers, honeysuckle, 
Verbena bonariensis, cranesbill 
geraniums and borage. Daisy-like 
blooms with big open flowers are 
often rich in nectar, so you can’t go 
wrong with michaelmas daisies, 
rudbeckias and asters. 

Wildflower choices might 
include poppies, mallow, 
ranunculus ficaria, salvia pratensis, 
knautia arvensis and Lamium 
purpureum, while bulbs such as 
alliums, crocus, snowdrop, grape 
hyacinth and Chionodoxa luciliae 
will all attract bees. 

Plant sweetpeas alongside 
climbing beans to encourage a 
better crop. The bees will be 
attracted to the sweetpea flowers 
and are then more likely to 
pollinate the beans as well. 

Bumblebee species differ in the 
length of their tongues, and as a 
result prefer different flowers, so it’s 
important to grow a range of 
different things. 

Avoid elaborate double flowered 
varieties as some are bred without 
male and female parts, while others 
have so many petals bees can’t 
reach the nectar and pollen to 
collect it. This is the main reason

why single dahlias are popular with 
many bees, while doubles are 
frequently ignored. 

Plants growing in sunny, 
sheltered spots are more likely to be 
visited by bees than those growing 
in shaded or windswept places. 
Low-growing plants such as 
herbaceous perennials are more 
attractive to bees if grown in large 
patches, rather than being 
scattered among other plants. 

Design your garden so it offers a 
continuous succession of flowers 
providing nectar and pollen 
throughout the year, including 
some nectar-rich plants which 
flower early or late, such as winter 
aconites, which are a vital early 
source of nectar for bees emerging 
from hibernation. 

If you want a change from a 
high-maintenance lawn, turn a 
section of it into a wildflower 
meadow, planting spring-flowering 
bulbs such as the snake’s head 
fritillary and wildflowers such as 
the cowslip, ragged robin and wood 
anemone. You can still create an 
informal path through the area 
with your mower.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains.

‘Glamping’ fuels staycations 



Having fun: Motorhome and caravan holidays are on the rise. 


BRITAIN’S vast army 
of caravan and 
motorhome owners 
is growing - and 
getting younger. 

All the indications are 
that 2010 is set to be the 
best, and busiest, year 
yet for roam-with-a- 
home travellers, and 
there’s growing evidence 
that the younger 
generations are 

increasingly moving 
away from holidaying 
abroad in favour of the 
staycation. 

And this boom in 
glamping - glamorous 
camping - is attracting 
droves of people in their 
20s, according to 
specialist insurer 
Safeguard, which has 
witnessed a 62 per cent 
increase in the number 
of quotes for caravan 
and motorhome cover 
being sought by 20 to 30 
year olds over the past 
year. 

Rita Sadler, Safeguard 
manager, says: “The

Sadler adds that the 
return of the great 
British holiday has seen 
caravan sales increase, 
with some showrooms 
reporting a 15 per cent 
rise in business. She 
believes that young 


couples, and families, 
are helping to fuel this. 

“Taking up glamping 
means they can get 
really good value for 
money.” 

The Caravan Club’s 
director of marketing, 
Nick Lomas, says further 
proof of towing and 
touring’s popularity 
comes from his 
organisation’s Discover 
Touring campaign, 
aimed at highlighting 
the benefits and 
freedom of such 
holidays. 

Since its launch last 
year, more than 70,000 
people have clicked 
onto the new-to- 
caravanning section of 
the club’s recently- 
revamped website at 
www. caravanclub. co. uk. 

The club’s 


membership is now in 
its 14th successive year 
of growth, and website 
hits, renewals, bookings, 
and transactions are at 
record levels. 

There are now more 
than half a million 
caravans and 

motorhomes in regular 
use in the UK, according 
to the National Caravan 
Council, and The 
Caravan Club says site 
bookings throughout 
the country this year are 
looking exceptionally 
buoyant. 

Car drivers might 
bemoan the fact that the 
annual great caravan 
crawl is now well under 
way on Britain’s B-roads, 
but anyone stuck 
behind a tourer should 
consider the vast 
amount of cash being 


generated by the two 
million Britons who go 
glamping. 

The Caravan Club’s 
members alone spent 
more than £400 million 
in the rural tourism 
economy in 2009 - and 
that’s without taking 
pitch fees into account. 

Club sites in the UK 
will also get £12.7 
million spent on them 
in 2010, and there are 
also plans to acquire 
more sites to meet 
demand. 

And the newer, 
younger breed of

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
